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The replies filed on 10/2/08 and 2/13/09 are not fully responsive to the prior office action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): in the reply dated 10/2/08 claim 36 is added as a new claim. Claim 36 recites a sequence with 4 specifically defined amino 
acids (that is Gly, Arg-Trp-Leu) and thus based on 37 CFR 1.821 requires a SEQ ID and sequence listing.Claim 36 states that the 
polypeptide is SEQ ID NO:l. However, as shown in claim 36 SEQ IDNO:l includes Arg-Trp-Leu at positions 19-21 while the 
sequence listing for SEQ ID NO: 1 states that such positions can be Arg or absent, Trp or absent, and Leu or absent respectively. Thus 
the sequence in claim 36 is different from SEQ ID NO: 1 as originally filed and thus requires a new sequence. The reply dated 2/13/09 
states that no new sequences have been entered. However, the sequence of claim 36 requires a new sequence. Since the above- 
mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE ( 1 ) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this 
notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
